chat when we were baulk'd and diſappoiot- 
ed there, and coming away like a Dog with 
his Tail between his Legz—The Spaniſh 
Galeons jump't into our Mouths, and Vigo 
Spoils crown'd the C:4iq Miſcarriage with a 
Golden Victory. 3. All thoſe who reflect, 
that tho' we have not gain'd the Town, we 
have done them infinite Damages, ruin'd 
the Place, maul'd their Navy, deſtroy'd 
ſeveral of their Forts and Batteries, rava- 
ged the Country, and put all France into a 
Conſternation; that we have lefſen'd their 
Forces in other Parts, have baulk'd the D. 
of B-rwick in Arragon, and Mareſchal Villers 
on the Mine, and forced them to run away 
in Flanders, and all by obliging them to 
make large Detachments from their ſeveral 
Armies, harraſſing and fatiguing their 
Troops with prodigious Marches; all this 
has attended even a loſing Voyage— And 
if the French are to put at) their Boafts to- 
gether, they amount only to a rejoycing 
over, not what they have gain'd, but what 
they have not lot; not that they have 
beaten us, but that they are not entirely 
ruin'd and undone. 

And after all, what is the preſent Con- 
dition of the Duke of Savoy, that we ſhould 
be ſo deected? — Is he fled, and js his 
Armv routed ? Is Prince Eugene gotten in 
the Mareſchal De Villars's Coach, or are his 
Battalions made Priſoners 4 14 Blenbeim, or 
are they not rather ftill threatning to inſult 
the Frontier Provinces of France, and face 
their Enemies ? 

And why diſcourag'd, Gentlemen ? Will 
the French fight yet ? Will they look Prince 
Eugene in the Face yet ? Suppoſe the Ger- 


mins do make a Retreat out of a Nook of 


the Country already wafted and deſolate, 
and where they muſt with Difficulty ſub- 
fift, where they have ns Train of Artillery, 
and where the Mountains prevent the Paſ- 
ſi 1g of their Convoys; Does it follow, that 
they are fled from the French Armies? Let 
us ſce where the French will purſue them, 
and when they will fight them: let us ſec 
it they give over the general Enterprize, 
and if they get no Footing this Summer in 
ir ance. 


"Tis Time to be diſcourag'd and dejeQ- 


ed, when the French are Maſters of the 
Field, and when the Imperialifts are flying 
to Shifts; if you are dejeſted, Gentlemen, 
pray look back to the laft Years Campaign, 
and tell me, what a Difference have we in 
two Summers; the other Year the Impe- 
rialifts driven quite out of /rz/y at one End, 
and this Year the French beaten quite out of 
Italy at the other; laft Year the French 
threatuing the Mountains of Trent, and this 
Year fortifying the Mountains of Daupbine ; 
one Campaign invading che Empire, and 
the other defending France. 

Are theſe then Circumftances to be de. 
jected in? Have we not all the Mileneſe, 
the Mantuan, Parmeſan, all Piedmont and 


"Momtferrat ? In ſhort, have we not all Lom- 


bardy (natch'd out of their Hands, and dri- 
ven them into their cloſe Quarters ia the 
Mountains; and is this a Time of Day to 
be dejeded in? No, no, Gentlemen, the 
Coofederates are far from being dejected at 
this Diſappointment, nor is there any true 
Reaſon to be de jected. | 

Tu teil you who are defrRed, and they 
have ſome Reaſon to bluth and be ſilent. 
1. Tho forward Men that thought it was 
Nonſence to ſpeak of the Siege of Thoulon, 
as a thing of above a Week's Work; that 
bully'd the French, as People to be frighted 
out of it, and were for merking Men, be- 
cauſe they could not follow their fooliſh 
Meaſures; that Towas, and Fleets, and 
Decks, and Forts, were to be taken'for de- 
manding, and that French Armies were of 
no Signification to defend them ; that buff d 
every Body that ſhook their Heads at the 
Enterprize, and counted all Men Cowards 
that talk'd of Difficulties 3; Theſe were the 
Men that ftorm'd every Poft, and atrack'd 
every Guard, with the Fire of Tobaceo, 
and the Smoke of Rhodomontade ; that 
took Towns Pipe in Hand, in the Coffee- 
Houſes, but kaew nothing what belong d 
to defending advanc'd Poſts, againſt reſo- 
lute Sallies, ftormitg Intrenchments, ſtand- 
ing expoſcd+6-2 numerous Artiſlery ;, the ſe 
People _ ought to bluſh and be de- 
jected.

Theſe are a Sort of Arithmetical Gen- 
tlemen, who by Calculations, Cafting up 
of Circumſtances, deduQting and allowipg 
for Contingencies, dividing between Ti 
and Strength, offenſive and defenſive, bring 
Cauſes and Conſequences perfeftly into 
Mathematical Demonſtrations, and can tell 
you to ſo many Days, Hours, Minutes, Cc.

after the taking a Redout, and how many 
Minutes after a — 

Theſe are the cunniageſt People that 
ever were heard of; they can tell us, that 
when a Town has no Proviſions, they are 
in Danger of being loſt for Fear of Star- 
ving z that if the Garriſon wants Ammu- 
nition, they cannot ſtand a Storm z they 
will tell us in Caſe of a Siege, that 
either the Town will be taken, or that ſume- 
time or other the Siege will be rai'sd ; in 
ſhort, like the Man that told the Shepherd 
how to know when a Sheep had the Ror, 
vir. Whew be ſhalk'd bimſelf to piecet; ſo 
they can tell when the Defendants beat the 
Chamade, they haye certainly a Mind to 


parley. 
It is ſtrange tame, that theſe conjuring 
Fellows could not tel}, that when a Town 


could not be inveſted, it woul1 be hard to 
beſiege it—That 40000 Men never took a 
Town in this World with 20000 Men 
within it; much leſs with that Number in 
the Town, and more to defend it without. 
Compleat Wizards theſe were certainly, 
that were ſure a Town would be taken 
be fore it was beſieged, and ventured their 
Money upon a Day, which if they had had 
any Guts in their Brains, they might have 
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known, was ſooner than the Confederates 
were before it. : 

Indeed theſe Men have Reaſon to be 
dejeQed, that lay d three to one of the ta- 
king a Town, which if they had been to 
ask Prince Eugene about, he would certain- 
ly have lay'd three to one the other way; 
for which reaſon tis plain from the fit 
View of tne Town, and by all the Steps 
taken in the Proceſs of it, neither the D. 
of Savoy or Prince Eugene ever deſigned a 
formal Siege, after they found the French 
Army entrenched under the Cannon of it, 
but to ſee if they could come at the Tow: 
or the Ships to bombard and defiroy them 

Let theſe mad Men bluſh and be dejett- 

ed, and if they dejett no body elſe, ther- 
is no Harm done z few People will cavy 
them, the juſt Mortification which is th 
Debt of their own ridiculous ConjeRure: — 
Let them cry out of Deluſion and Diſap- 
pointment, ſuch People ought to be ditep- 
pointed Aud really the Judgment, which 
they paſs upon Ach ions, is no ſmall Detri- 
ment to the general Notions, People cither 
have or ought to have of theſe things ; 
who, that frequented Exchange Alley, wout) 
ever imagine, but 7houlon was to be ftor m d 
the next Day, when Men gave 75 Guineas 
to receive 100, if taten ? Would any Man 
imagine that this Town had 20000 Men ia 
it, that it had a Communication with a 
gathering Army and an enterpriziog G:- 
neral, and that it could not be inveſted ? Ic 
was far more rational to think it was redu- 
ced ta the laſt Extremity, ſeveral of the 
Out-works taken, and a formidable ſupe- 
riour Army lay before it, that would attack 
it with all poffible Fry. 

Theſe are now the dejected People, aud 
I worder, the very People, ho. are ame- 
ſed by theſe adrenturing Gentlemen, do 
not reſent it, and expofe them; buc ic is 
enough they have loft their Money, and 
their Enemies laugh at them z their own 
Loſſes deride them, and they ridicule the. 
own Condutt beft. 

Were theſe Mens Loſs the worſt that was 
ſuſtained by this Diſafter, were this the. 
greateſt Cauſe of Regret, we ſhould be 
very merry upon this Head; but upo? the 
whole Fam ſorry we have not gotten TI 
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
